The Japs are imbu ed with all 
the ag g ressio n and bru tality o f 
Pru ssianism. plu s barbarism . They 
hav e made it 
qu ite 
clear 
that 
their scheme is to bring all Asia 
u nder their do minatio n and set it 
ag ainst the western wo rld. 
We kno w fro m w ell-info rm ed 
so u rces that already the Japs— 
adm itting to themselv es the pro b­ 
ability o f their defeat in the pres­ 
ent w ar—are planning ano ther a t­ 
tack o n America 25 y ears hence.

The Anemias— Their Types and How They Are Treated 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN. M. D. 


A PERSON who does not have 
enough coloring matter in the 
blood, or who has too few red blood 
cells is said to be suffering from 
anemia. An anemic person is often 
pale, tires easily, has a poor appe­ 
tite and loses weight. 
There are different types of ane­ 
mia. One large group is called mi­ 
crocytic hypochromic anemia. Mi­ 
crocytic means that the cells are 
smaller than normal, and hypo­ 
chromic means that they contain 
less than the usual amount of col­ 
oring matter. 
These anemias may result from 
a deficiency of iron in the diet, 
but may also come from continued 
bleeding or from infections. The 
treatment is, of course, to find the 
cause, if possible, to eliminate it 
and to administer iron in some 
form. 
One of the usual preparations is 
iron and ammonium citrate. Some 
physicians also like to give vita ­ 
min C with the iron. There is some 
doubt as to whether or not the vi­ 
tamin C has any particular effect 
in such eases, unless the patient’s 
diet is greatly deficient in this vi­ 
tamin, which is supplied in liberal 
amounts in orange juice, grape­ 
fruit juice, lemon juice and some 
raw vegetables. 
Another group of anemias is 
known as macrocytic anemias. In 
this condition, 
the blood cells are 


may not be lacking in coloring 
matter. The number of cells, how­ 
ever, is reduced. 
The most common form of this 
anemia is called pernicious an­ 
emia, and it is apparently due to 
the lack of a certain substance 
called the antianemic principle. 
The disorder is usually diagnosed 
by an ex amination of the blood 
cells under the microscope. The 
symptoms consist of loss of weight 
and strength, a lemon-yellow color 
to the skin, perhaps shortness of 
breath and some digestive upsets. 
In practically all instances, the 
amount of acid in the stomach is 
greatly reduced or completely ab­ 
sent. 
In treating pernicious anemia, 
liver ex tract is the one preparation 
which is necessary. The treatment 
must be continuous. It would ap­ 
pear that the best method of ad­ 
ministering the ex tract is by in­ 
jection into a muscle. From time to 
time, the patient’s blood should be 
ex amined. If there is evidence that 
the condition is recurring, further 
injections of the liver ex tract are 
administered. 
Pernicious anemia, then, is not 
a curable disease, but it is one 
which can be completely controlled 
when liver ex tract is properly em­ 
ployed. If the patient’s symptoms 
are quite severe, a blood trans­ 
fusion may be employed. This, of 
course, gives only temporary re­ 
lief, and is used together with the 
liver ex tract.

Some kinds of income not only 
are exem pt from tax 
altogether 
but don’t hav e to report. 
Many expenses are deductible 
and the greater 
the 
deductions 
the smaller the tax. 
A nd-the amount 
of deductions 
will determ m e for many people 
the kind of 
income tax 
return 
they file. Meanwhile— 
Here 
is 
tax-exem pt 
income 
which 
does not 
hav e to 
be re­ 
ported: 
Unemployment 
compensation 
social security 
benefits, si^kr. *■- 
and injury benefits receiv ed from
